The writer was glad to find 
that the principal of the Elba 
public schools was B. H. Boyd, 
whom he had known in Bar- 
bour County at Louisville. Te 
has been in the schoolroom 50 
years, not all that time as 
teacher, but as pupil and teach- 
er. He is only 57 and yet he 
has been teaching 38 years and 
keeps abreast with the modern 
methods, while having the ad- 
yantage of being able to cling 
to the old and tried ones.
